Incontestable proof exists that the appointment 
and confirmation of Anna M. Rosenberg as Assis- 
tant Secretary of Defense in November 1950 was 
the final and most important link in the chain of 
the conspiracy of the international Red “invisible 
empire” to impose their Marxist (Communist) po- 
litical, economic and social systems upon the Ameri- 
can people. The available evidence destroys all 
doubt and defies any denial. 


By a form of “remote control,” an art which the 
Reds have developed into a highly specialized 
science, the international Red “invisible empire” 
exerted tremendous pressure upon the Senate Com- 
mittee for Armed. Services to confiirm the appoint- 
ment by General George Marshall of Anna M 
Rosenberg as Assistant Secretary of Defense. 


By “using the whip” on the Senate Committee 
on Armed Services the international “invisible em- 
pire” was able to procure a complete whitewash 
ef Anna M. erg’s fitness for the position after. 
her fitness for this high post was ch 
information which was deliberately concealed from 
the American people, and which indicated Anna M. 
Rosenberg as a poor security risk under existing 
international conditions. 


The first whitewash of Anna M. Rosenberg was 
given to her by the Senate Committee on Armed 
Services under its Chairman, Senator Millard 
(“Whitewash”) Tydings, on November 29, 1950. 
Chairman Millard (“Whitewash”) Tydings also will 
go down in history for the whitewash administered 
by him to Alger Hiss when the Senate Committee 
on Armed Services dispelled all doubt of its ability 
to recognize a communist spy with all the proof 
there on the table under Senator Millard (“White- 
wash”) Tydings very own nose. 


The second whitewash of Anna M. Rosenberg was 
given to her with super-suds. This infamous white- 
wash will rank in history as even more rank than 
its precedessor. After the Alger Hiss fiasco Senator 
Millard (“Whitewash”) Tydings lacked the nerve 
to officiate at the gala whitewash of Anna M. Rosen- 
berg when the Senate Committee on Armed Ser- 
vices reopened the hearings to take more testimony 
on the fitness of Anna M. Rosenberg to fill the posi- 
tion of Assistant Secretary of Defense. Senator 
Millard (“Whitewash”) Tydings did not preside 
as chairman when the reopened hearings were held 
on December 5, 7, 8, 11, 12, 13 and 14, 1950. Senator 
Richard Russell of Georgia was substituted as the 
chairman. He became pinch-hitter for Senator 
Tydings for obvious reasons. 

The Hon. Alfred E. Smith was in the habit of 
saying “lets take a look at the record” when any 
doubt existed on any question. A “look at the re- 
cord” will convince even the most skeptical 
illiterate in political dodble-talk that the appoint- 
ment and confirmation of Anna M. Rosenberg to 
the post of Assistant Secretary of Defense in 1950 
was a blow struck against the security of the nation 
and the survival of civilization. The “day of reckon- 
ing” may dawn in the not too distant future when 
the American people will understand the impli- 
cations of whitewashing persons who should not 
be allowed jn our government at all. 


What is the “skeleton” in the Anna M. Rosenberg 
appointment? How well has Anna M. Rosenberg 
concealed her “skeleton?” How much longer can 
Anna M. Rosenberg hide her “skeleton” from the 
American people? Did Anna M. Rosenberg actually 
conceal her “skeleton” from the members of the 
Senate Committee on Armed Services? Did the 
members of the Senate Committee on Armed Ser- 
vices conspire to conceal Anna M. Rosenberg’s

Dulles-Front Man For Zionist 
Rockefeller Cabal 


John Foster Dulles is regarded as the 
Rockefeller Empire’s dispenser of patron- 
age and guardian of the subversive, pro- 
Communist cell in the State Department. 
The New York Times quoted Dulles on 
July 25, 1950, as acknowledging to a group 
of Republican Senators that he was well 
aware of the existence-of a group of Com- 
munists in the State Department who were 
working to betray China. 

Alger Hiss informed the Senate Inves- 
tigating Committee that his sponsor, 
adviser and mentor throughout his career 
had been John Foster Dulles. Dulles and 
David Rockefeller, as Trustees of the Car- 
negie Endownment For International Peace 
were acknowledged to have made Hiss 
president of the organization.

On July 12, 1949 (Congressional Record, p. 9276). 
Dulles stated that he had attended the Paris Con- 
ference of Foreign Ministers, in company with 
Philip C. Jessup, as “advisor” to Dean Acheson; 
and that there he had dicussed with Andrei Vishin- 
sky, among others, the matter of a let-up of the 
“Cold War.” It had been decided by them that such 
a let-up must not occur because it would not be 
wise on the ground that: 

“Some fear that any relaxation of the East- 
West tension would bring a corresponding re- 
laxation on the part of the American people, and 
therefore they needed to be artificially alarmed.” 

On July 15, 1949, Sen. William E. Jenner, of In- 
diana, was reported by the N.Y. Times 7/16/49, 
p. 4, col. 3) to have 

“|. . strongly and personally challenged Sen. 
Foster Dulles and called upon Sen. Dulles .. . to 
rise and give an explanation of his remarks at the 
Big 4 Foreign Ministers Conference in Paris that 


the U.S. public be kept artificially alarmed. The 
suggestion was rejected, and Sen Dulles sat silent 


and smiling. Dulles later told reporters that it 
was suggested at the conference, but would not 


tell who offered the suggestion. He just chuckled 
and made no reply.” 


i Sen. Jenner summed up as fellows: 


“In other words . .. they take the position: 
‘Tell the American people only what you want

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VAN HYNING CASE DROPPED 


On November 10, 1952, our case came up 
again for hearing before Judge William V. 
Daly, in the Municipal Court of Chicago 
Once again Mr. Dilling was prepared to 
argue our motion to squash the information 
or charge, brought by Ira Latimer, because 
of its failure to cite in what manner I had 
supposedly libeled the Jewish race and 
religion. Mr. Dilling answered ready when 
Court convened. However, Assistant State’s 
Attorney Zemel immediately moved that 
the case be stricken and dismissed from 
the Court call, reserving the right to 
“reinstate” it at some future date. Mr. 
Dilling objected to dismissal “with leave 
to reinstate” and strenuously urged that 
the case proceed, but evidently in view of 
the fact that one cannot force someone to 
prosecute, the Jydge granted Zemtl’s mo- 
tion. Presumably, the “leave to reinstate” 


' provision is a device to protect Latimer and 


his associates from a well-deserved false 
arrest suit. 


since the language of law has nuances of mean- 
ing which are difficult for a layman to report, I 
give the following interpretation by Mr. Albert 
Dilling: 

“Such litigation, (suit for false arrest) of course 
entails considerable expense, and it does not seem 
fair that such expense should be borne by the 
victim of this unwarranted Jewish persecution. 
We are convinced that this charge against her 
was but a “trial balloon,” so to speak; and that, 
had the Jewish cabal prevailed against her, the 
stage would have been set for a deluge of similar 
actions against persons some important, others 
unimportant, who “know the score” and prin 
the truth about the Jewish conspiracy canine 
Christian civilization. 

“This, then, is not a personal fight, but one for 
the patriotic Christian cause as a whole. Will the 
readers of Women’s Voice support its editor with 
prayers and financial help, in a false arrest action 
such as we propose to file? Expressions from 
readers in this connection will be welcomed. 

“As is well known, Ira Latimer has a long pro- 
Communist record. It may be recalled that he 
was barred from teaching in Chicago’s public 
schools because of it. It would be poetic justice, 
should his latest victim secure a substantial judg- 
ment against him for false arrest and malicious 
prosecution predicated upon a complaint con- 
taining a ‘malice count.’ The legal effects of this 
would be that, should Latimer fail to pay any 
judgment that might be won, he could be made 
to languish in the: common jail of Cook County 
for an idefinite period.” 

As explained by Mr. Dilling the motion by the 
Assistant States Attorney that the case be stricken 
and dismissed from the court call means a decisive 
victory for us. In short after swearing out a warrant 
for my arrest March 3 and after 9 months of post- 
ponements and refusal to furnish particulars of 
crime, Mr. Ira Latimer confesses that he has no 
case against me. 

I am convinced that my case was to be the first 
in a series of such cases against Nationalists, as well 
as a peg on which to hang the infamous Javits bill. 


My first and only consideration has been and is 
that my case may be a clear cut victory that can 


stand as a warning against any such future action. 
I object to the condition “right to reinstate it at 
some future time” which is a sword hanging over 
my head, and could be lowered at a moment which 
would harm some Nationalist. As there is no re- 
course except a suit for false arrest. I leave that 
decision to the informed Patriotic Americans.

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It is better to be safe than sorry. The nation may 
live to find this out sooner- than it expects. The 
nation can require Anna M. Rosenberg to divulge 
her fitness to hold the high post she now fills no less 
than it called upon Vice-President.Elect Nixon to 
divulge his fitness to hold the high position to 
which he was nominated.

The American must be reminded of the facts sur- 
rounding the appointment of Anna M. Rosenberg 
as Assistant Secretary of Defense before analyzing 
the facts surrounding her confirmation by Senator 
Millard (“Whitewash”) Tydings’ Senate Committee 
on Armed Services. General George C. Marshall 
was installed as Secretary of State by Dean 
Acheson’s “friends:’ General Marshall “prepared 
the way” for Dean Acheson to step into the position 
of Secretary of State. General Marshall was a 
“pushover” for the Reds in the State Department. 
They had a genuine’ “Roman holiday” from that 
day on. The story is no longer news: 

General George C. Marshall. was then “trans- 
ferred” by the “long arm” of the international Red 
“invisible empire” to the Department of Defense. 
General Marshall was appointed Secretary of De- 
fense. While Congress was in recess General Mar- 
shall appointed Anna M. Rosenberg Assistant Secre- 
tary of Defense. General Marshall has gone on 
record that he “consulted” with no one about the 
appointment. General Marshall has never denied 
that Bernard Baruch, Senator Herbert Lehman, 
and the Warburg clan had “expressed” themselves 
on the matter. This group are the most important 
“friends” among those who seek to install Anna M. 
Rosenberg in strategic spots in government. Gen- 
eral George C. Marshall knew that he would have 
great difficulty in getting Congress to confirm the 
appointment. General Marshall waited until Con- 
gress had recessed. General Marshall made the ap- 
pointment at a time when it did not require the 
confirmation by Congress to install Anna M. Rosen- 
berg in office. His Commander-in-Chief taught him 
that trick. 

Not alone was Anna M. Rosenberg “sneaked” 
into the high office of Assistant Secretary of Defense 
while Congress was in recess, but the hearings to 
confirm her were “executive sessions” of Senator 
Millard (“Whitewash”) Tydings’ Senate Committee 
on Armed Services. In the lingo of the layman 
“executive sessions” means sessions held in secret. 
In other words the “deal” was made by the 
“friends” of Anna M. Rosenberg to have her ap- 
pointed while Congress was not sitting in Washing- 
ton, and then have the friend of her “friends,” 
Senator Millard (“Whitewash”) Tydings hold a 
secret session of his Senate Committee on Armed 
Services to put the stamp of their approval upon 
the appointment. Nice going, eh? But there is 
frequently a “slip t’wixt the cup and the liv.” Divine 
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Providence intervened at this point. The “friends” 
of Anna M. Rosenberg will battle unto the death 
to prevent exposure of the part they played in the 
appointment and confirmation of Anna M. Rosen- 
berg as Assistant Secretary of Defense. Will they 
succeed? The answer to that question is in the 
hands of the American people. ‘ ; 

The ramifications of the extensive conspiracy 
to install Anna M. Rosenberg into the important 
and strategic position of Assistant Secretary of De- 
fense is convincingly illustrated ky: the contents 
of the printed record of the hearings held by the 
Senate Committee on Armed Services on November 
29, 1950. It is essential to understanding “what 
goes on” in government, while John Q. Public con- 
centrates exclusively on making more money and 
having more fun, to analyze and review what took 
place on November 29, 1950 before the Senate Com- 
mittee on Armed Services, under the chairmanship 
of Senator Millard (“Whitewash”) Tydings who 
presided. 


The printed record of the hearings to confirm the 
nomination of Anna M. Rosenberg to be the Assis- 
tant Secretary of Defense has twenty-fqur pages. 
Those twenty-four pages are filled exclusively with 
testimony given by Anna M. Rosenberg. The only 
person called by the Senate Committee on Armed 
Services to appear before them and give testimony 
as to the fitness of Anna M. Rosenberg for that high 
post was Anna M. Rosenberg herself. Not another 
person was called to submit even one word on the 
question of Anna M. Rosenberg’s fitness to step in- 
to that strategic position. It seems almost unbeliev- 
able. But that is the truth of the matter. No one but 
Anna M. Rosenberg was invited to appear before 
the Committee to testify regarding the fitness of 
Anna M. Rosenberg to occupy that office. Let John 
Q: Public try to swallow that fact, and then try to 


_keep it down! 


The printed record of that November 29, 1950 
hearings, (United States Government Printing 
Office, Document No. 76029, Washington, 1950) is 
available to all who care to ask for a copy. It is 
better than a comic magazine. By ail means write 
for one, they are free. There are twenty-four pages 
filled with “love and kisses from Anna to Anna” or 
“love and kisses from Anna to the committee,” 
or visa versa. The printed record contains a tele- 
gram received by Chairman Millard (“Whitewash’’) 
Tydings from Secretary of Defense General George 
C. Marshall on November 29, 1950, the day the hear- 
ings were held. 


In his telegram of November 29, 1950 to Chairman 
Tydings, General Marshall wired as follows, “.. . 
I want you to know ... . I selected her for the posi- 
tion... 1 advised no one other than Lovet and Mrs. 
Rosenberg of my selection until I talked to the 
President on election day.” General George C. Mar- 
shall issued a “reicase’” to the newspapers on No- 
vember 9, 1950. Between the date of this release 
on November 9, 1950 the date of the first hear- 
ing to confirm this a nt thousands of tele- 
grams and letters poured. into the Senate Commit- 
tee on Armed Services and'to the Senators on the 
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committee, and to other Members of Congress, pro- 
testing the appointment. Yet at the secret hearing 
held on November 29, Senator Millard 
(“Whitewash”) Tydings had_ the unadulterated 
nerve to state the following, “I have here, which I 
will be glad to place in the record, if the committee 
wants, three telegrams of opposition to Mrs. Rosen- 
berg, and three letters, making six communications 
all told.” In the official record of the hearings 
Senator Millard (“Whitewash”) Tydings describes 
the “conspiracy” of certain “anti-Semites” to at- 
tempt to keep the Jewess out-of the Pentagon.” Sen- 
ator Tydings further stated, “I have read them 
through, and all of the objections are on simply 
general grounds.” Senator Tydings’ crony in the 
White House selected the expression of “red her- 
ring” whea the President of the United States was 
pressured into defending Alger Hiss. 

After Chairman Millard (“Whitewash”). 'Tydings 
and Anna M. Rosenberg had exchanged “love and 
kisses” for nine printed pages of testimony in the 
official printed record of the November 29, 1950 
secret hearing the “cat got out of the bag.” The 
Chairman referred to a letter from “Tom R. Jones, 
M.D. who specializes in diseases of the chest, Hous- 
ton, Texas, and he says she is socialistic and a 
Communist sympathizer, as shown through her 
membership in the John Reed Club.” The “lid was 
off” but it did not take the committee long to put 
the “lid” back, and as they believed, hermetically 
sealed-up. But the “lid” was to be blown off again 
with a “bang.” And what an odor emitted! 


In spite of the thousands of telegrams and letters 
pouring into the committee members suggesting 
that Anna M. Rosenberg might prove a serious se- 
curity risk on account of her political background, 
the committee did not see fit in their judgment to 
call a single witness before the committee to-testify 
on Anna M. Rosenberg’s political background. It 
is interesting to quote here from the printed record 
of the November 29, 1950 secret hearings, where on 
page 10 it states as follows; 

THE CHAIRMAN. What is the John Reed 
Club, Mrs. Rosenberg? 

MRS. ROSENBERG. I would like to answer 
that because Senator Cain was also good enough 
to give me some other complaints he had, and Mr. 
Fulton Lewis, Jr. on the air, mentioned that I was 
a member of the John Reed Club. 

I didn’t know what the John Reed Clubs were, 
but I looked up the John Reed Clubs, and they 
were Communist clubs. 

I understand at one time, when I was up here 
with the Social Security Board, Congressman 
Engel of Michigan asked me if I knew that I had 
been cited by the Dies committee to belong to 
some Communist club. I said I had never known, 
and I would appreciate if they would immedi- 
ately show me the record. 

They showed me the record, and it was these 
clubs. The person who was cited was an Anna 
Rosenberg, not Anna M. Rosenberg, and the Dies 
report said that anyone who belongs to these 
clubs must be a writer. It was another Anna 
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Rosenberg. 
- THE CHAIRMAN. I mean, did they actually 
locate and identify the other Anna Rosenberg? 

MRS. ROSENBERG. I believe they did. She 
was a writer. , 5 

THE CHAIRMAN. Is that shown in the record 
of the Dies committee? 

MRS. ROSENBERG. I BELIEVE SO. 

THE CHAIRMAN. I mean, was her identity 
proven beyond doubt as being a distinct separate 
entity from yours? 

MRS. ROSENBERG. I am quite sure it was as 
far as the gentlemen who were there at the time 
of that hearing; 

That was the testimony of Anna M. Rosenberg 
under oath before the Senate Committee on 
Armed. Services on November 29, 1950. The 
Senate Committee on Armed Services received 
a letter from Anna M. Rosenberg dated December 
1, 1950, addressed to Senator Millard (‘“white- 


wash”) Tydings. In that letter Anna M. Rosen- 


berg stated the following: 
Assistant Secretary of Defense, 
Washington, December 1, 1950 

Senator Millard E. Tydings, 

Chairman, Senate Armed Services Committee. 

Dear Mr. Chairman: 

Upon my return to my office yesterday after the 
executive session of your committee, I-recalled 
that I had incorrectly calculated the percentage 
tHat I shall retain in my business. 

I believe the incorrect figure of 51 percent ap- 
pears on page 30 of the stenographic transcript 
of the hearing, and I would appreciate if you 
would have the necessary correction made. 
~ I would also like to make a correction as to 
the date I obtained my citizenship and give you a 
full record. , 


Sincerely, 
na M. Rosenberg 

It therefore appears that on or before December 
1, 1950 Anna M. Rosenberg had received and read 
a stenographic transcript of the testimony she gave 
before the executive (closed to the public) session 
on November 29, 1950. Anna M. Rosenberg evident- 
ly read the stenographic transcript very carefully 
and also very promptly communicated the correc- 
tions referred to in the above letter to the Commit- 
tee. It is the customary practice to permit correc- 
tions before the stenographic transcript is sent to 
the Government Printing Office to be printed as the 
official record. Among these corrections to be made 


Anna M. Rosenberg made no mention of any cor- 
rection in her testimony regarding the John Reed 
Clubs and her purported connection with them. 
Anna M. Rosenberg seemed silent and satisfied on 
that testimony. 

The Senate Committee on Armed Services then 
ordered 10,000 copies printed by the Government 
Printing Office. were made available to any- 
one who was in . The 10,000 copies were de- 
livered to the office of the Senate Committee on 
Armed Services in Room 222 of the Senate Office 
Building. They formed several large piles stacked 
near the entrance and anyone could obtain as many 
as they desired for the asking. A few were obtained 
by persons visiting the office and requesting them. 
Then something very sirange happened. On the 
day following the delivery of the 10,000 copies of 
the printed record to the office of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Armed Services, orders were issued not 
to permit the distribution of any more and the bal- 
anee were withdrawn to be destroyed. Persons re- 
questing copies were told that the printed record 
was withdrawn and that a new printed record for 
distribution would be ready in a few days. Efforts 
were also made to recall from circulation the few 
copies which had already been distributed. What 
was the reason for all this? 


It appears that after “friends” of Anna M. Rosen- 
berg had read and studied her testimony it was 
deemed necessary to “withdraw” her testimony 
and substitute another version. Anna M. Rosenberg 


- had not discovered any error in her testimony on 


the subject of the John Reed Clubs when she read 
the stenographic transcript of her testimony on or 
before December 1, 1950. But on December 11, 1950 
Anna M. Rosenberg’s “friends” belived that her 
testimony about her connection with the John Reed 
Clubs should be “revised.” As a result of this in- 
terest by her “friends” the original 10,000 copies 
of the printed record were ordered destroyed and 
another printing ordered with a “revised” version 
of Anna M. Rosenberg’s testimony under oath on 
the subject of the John Reed Clubs inserted in place 
of her testimony under oath before the “executive 
session” of the Senate Committee on Armed 
Services on November 29, 1950. Now it is important 
to note the difference in the original testimony and 
the “revised” version of that testimony. 


On December 13, 1950 there was made available 
in any quantity desired the “revised” printed record 
of the November 29, 1950 hearings. But strange as 
it seems it was not marked “Revised.” The second 
edition of the printed record of the hearings was 
marked in large black type on its cover “Reprint.” 
The use of the word “Reprint” disarmed any sus- 
picion that the second edition differed in any ma- 
terial way from the first edition. That was evidently 
the intention. The word “Reprint” can only indi- 
cate one thing. But the second edition was not a 
“Reprint” at all. It was a “Revised” edition, and 
“revised” on the only important question raised at 
the hearings bearing upon the fitness of Anna M. 
Rosenberg to serve as Assistant Secretary of De- 
fense from a security point of view. How was the 
“revised” version of Anna M. Rosenberg’s connec- 
tion with the John Reed Clubs different from the 
testimony given by her under oath, and not cor- 
rected by her after reading the stenographic trans- 
cript? 

The contents of the “revised’”’ edition differ only 
on page 10 where Anna M. Rosenberg testified re- 
garding her purported connections with the John 
Reed Clubs. The “revised” edition reads as follows; 

THE CHAIRMAN. I mean, did they actually 
locate and identify the other Anna Rosenberg? 

MRS. ROSENBERG. YES THEY DID. She was 
a writer. 


THE CHAIRMAN. Is that shown in the record 
of the Dies committee? 
MRS. ROSENBERG. HER NAME AND AD- 

DRESS ARE SHOWN BECAUSE THAT iS HOW 

I GOT IT. 

From the “revised” testimony which appears in 
the “Reprint,” (United States Government Printing 
Office, Document 76169, Washington, 1950),-it ap- 
pears that Anna M. Rosenberg had finally “pin- 
pointed” the OTHER Anna Rosenberg. Anna M. Ros- 
enberg remembered, according to the “revised”: edi- 


- tion of her testimony before the executive session 


on November 29, 1950, that there was. a record of 
the OTHER Anna Rosenberg’s address in the re- 
oords of the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities, known as the Dies Committce at the 
time the OTHER Anna Rosenberg was the subject 
of investigation. Anna M. Rosenberg’s testimony 
in the first edition of the printed record of the hear- 
ings stated merely that she “believed” that the Dies 
committee “did actually locate and identify’ the 
OTHER Anna Rosenberg. She used the word “be- 
lieve” in answer to all questions on that point put 
to her by Chairman Millard (“Whitewash”) 
Tydings. ' . 


In the “revised” second edition of the printed 
record, which is marked very prominently on its 
cover “Reprint” but which it is not, Anna M. Rosen- 
berg is quoted as having said, “YES THEY DID” 
and not, “I believe they did,” as appears in the first 
edition. In the “revised” edition Anna M. Rosen- 
berg is quoted as replying to the question, “Is that 
shown in the record of the Dies committee” that, 
“HER NAME AND ADDRESS ARE SHOWN BE- 
CAUSE: THAT IS HOW I GOT IT. In the first edi- 
tion of the printed record Anna M. Rosenberg re- 
plied to that same question, “I BELIEVE SO.” Re- 
peated requests by Members of Congress to deter- 
mine the source of authority for this alteration of 
Anna M. Rosenberg’s testimony under oath has 
been met with a wall of silence in the Senate Com- 
mittee on Armed Services and the Secretary of the 
Printing Office for printed records of committee 
hearings.

If the Dies Committee on Un-American Activities 
has the address of the OTHER Anna Rosenberg 
why wes she not produced at the reopened hearings 
on the question of Anna M. Rosenberg’s fitness to 
serve as Assistant Secretary of Defense held’ on 
Decembcr 5, 7, 8, 11, 12, 13 and 14, 1950?

The véracity of Ralph DeSola can best be judged 
by the testimony under oath of Dr. J. B. Matthews 
who testified at the reopened hearings held between 
December 5, 1950 and December 14, 1950.

The “OTHER” Anna Rosenberg was never pro- 
duced. Rumors were circulated by Anna M. Rosen- 
berg’s “friends” that the “OTHER” Anna Rosenberg 
had been located.

After Ralph 
DeSola had convinced the FBI agent that the pho- 
tograph could not possibly be the photograph of 
Assistant Secretary of Defense Anna M. Rosen- 
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berg at any time in her life, the FBI agent appeared 

‘ to be more than satisfied. The FBI agent, informed 
Ralph DeSola that the FBI had investigated the 
person appearing in the photograph and that the 
woman in the photograph was only 13 years of age 
at the time of the John Reed meetings attended by 
Anna M. Rosenberg according to Ralph DeSola’s 
testimony under oath.
